in the North Burial Ground at the graveside of Thomas Smith Webb one 
of the original founders of the Grand Encampment. 


The Recorder then read his annual report showing a membership of 
1036 as of September 1, 1966, a net loss of 40 for the Templar year, 
reflecting a similar netlossof 191 by the Grand Commandery of Massa- 
chusetts & Rhode Island for the year ending June 30, 1966. A total of 
22 Sir Knights were knighted in Boston Commandery during the Templar 
year plus three reinstatments; there were 40 deaths, 16 demits and 7 
suspensions.

finances but with the thought that an expenditure of $5455.19 for this 
purpose should be an incentive for more active solicitation of appli- 
cations.
